Output ing the past several weeks, production of 
Continues passenger cars and trucks in the United 
Steady States and Canada took an up-spurt this 


week and rose to a total of 100,766 for the 
week ended June 13. Compared with the revised total 
for the week ended June 6, which was 100,548 units, this 
is an advance of 218 units. From these figures it would 
appear that while manufacturers have reduced their 
schedules sharply from the May figures, they are by no 
means making any drastic cuts in their production but 
are leveling off at the reduced rate. This rate may vary 


widely from week to week as dealer demand for cars is 










Connecticut registration figures for March and 
April have not yet been reported. During the past 
few weeks, ADN has received numerous inquiries 
by telephone and mail asking for complete March 
figures. The delay in reports from Connecticut is 
due to the recent flood, a new system of recording 
registration figures and a shift in the fiscal regis- 








April total of 200,117 and an increase of 78.4 per cent 
over the May total of 109,051 in 1935. While these figures 
reveal a slight seasonal decline for April to May, the 
drop is not nearly so sharp as last year, when May fell 
24 per cent below April. This development in 1935, how- 
ever, may be attributed, to an extent, to the Chevrolet 
labor difficulties. Further reduction in stocks in dealer 
hands is evidenced in the May report for GM. Sales td 
dealers in the United States during the month totaled 
only 187,119 as compared with 194,628 sales to consumers. 
This means the actual retail deliveries during the month 
topped the sale to dealers by 7,509 units. Since the an- 
nouncement dates for new models last October, GM sales 
to dealers have totaled 1,187,733 units and sales to 
consumers by dealers total 1,102,318, leaving a margin of 
cars in dealers’ hands of only 85,415 units. Sales to 
dealers in the United States followed the trend of retail 
deliveries during May with the total of 187,119 units, 
comparing wiith 194,695 in April and 105,159 in May a 
year ago. Sales to dealers in the United States and 
Canada, plus overseas shipments, totaled 222,603 units in 
May, as compared with 229,467 in April and 134,597 in 
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tration date. 

As soon as these figures are available, they will 
be published in ADN.

Willys. In the case of Studebaker, there is a gain of 
687 units from one week to the next. Plant output 
apparently is being keyed closely to dealer demand and 
will rise or fall in proportion to the sales information 
received from the field. Factory sales of members of 
the Automobile Manufacturers Assn. during the first five 
months of this year amounted to 1,592,381 units, the AMA 
reports. This is an increase of 26 per cent over the 
same period in 1935. The total, of course, does not in- 
clude sales of the Ford Motor Co. On the basis of this 
report, AMA members shipped more vehicles in May 
than in any previous May with the exception of 1928 and 
1929. In addition, May shipments represented a 49 per 
cent increase over the same month in 1935 and a decrease 
of but 6 per cent under April. May factory sales of AMA 
members totaled 371,294 units. Estimating Ford sales at 
104,600 for May would give a total of 475,894 for the

Basing its estimate on reports of sales 
from 110 principal cities, Polk sees May 
passenger car registrations hitting 355,000 
units, This total would have been exceeded 
in May only twice, in 1926 with 396,504 
units, and 1929, with 454,132. From ADN’s reports from 
eight states for May, this estimate seems likely to be 
fulfilled and the final figure may even run a little over 
the 355,000. It is too early, however, to base an intel- 
ligent estimate on the state returns already received. 
The May estimate indicates a decline of about 10 per 
cent from April. This decline, however, is not actually 
this great, because the April registrations were somewhat 
inflated by delayed returns in several large states. Bar- 
ring any unforseen upsets, which seem unlikely, the May 
total will hold up remarkably well. For the balance of 
the model year, it can be expected that sales will display 
a continual decrease. Just what will happen in June and 
July is still indefinite. Dealers are divided on the ques- 
tion of the effect of the soldiers’ bonus on sales, although 
most of them look to at least a slight boost. That this 
boost will not assume any great proportion seems to be 
the general opinion, as the payment period draws near. 
Most dealers seem to agree that many bonus sales have 
already been made and that the balance will be more or 
less distributed over a period of time.
